Two  or  more  defects  are  frequently  present  in  the  same  child. 


Dr.  Parkinson  conducted  certain  of  the  routine  inspections  during  the 
year,  and  reports  as  follows  : — 

“  I  was  favourably  impressed  with  your  school  children  ;  in  fact  South- 
port  appears  to  me  to  be  developing  a  very  large  percentage  of  children  of 
a  distinctive  type,  which  I,  for  want  of  better  term,  call  the  “  broad  faced,” 
with  eyes  well  apart  and  alert,  nose  fully  grown  and  set  at  a  proper  angle 
on  the  face,  air  passages  fully  developed,  especially  as  to  their  bony  frame¬ 
work,  nostrils  mobile  and  dilated — an  evidence  of  force, — wide  dental  arches, 
and  the  teeth  of  the  upper  and  lower  jaws  in  apposition,  mouth  large  and 
firm  with  all  the  muscles  of  expression  in  full  play,  lower  jaw  square,  whilst 
the  chin,  upper  jaw,  and  forehead  are  in  line.  Lastly,  good  symmetry  of 
head,  body,  and  limbs.  Contrast  with  this  for  a  moment  the  type  one  meets 
with  so  often  elsewhere,  viz.,  narrow  face,  with  eyes  approximated  and 
heavy,  nose  shortened  and  pushed  forward,  air  passages  badly  developed, 
nostrils  collapsed  and  immobile,  palate  high,  teeth  crowded  and  the  upper

incisors  projected  far  in  front  of  lower,  mouth  small,  weak,  and  expressionless, 
chin  apparently  retreating.  If  however,  in  profile,  an  imaginary  line  is 
dropped  from  the  forehead  to  the  chin,  one  is  astonished  to  find  how  much 
of  the  upper  jaw  rather  is  in  front  of  it.  The  proportions  of  the  face  are 
lost,  the  cheek  now  appearing  too  large  for  the  rest  of  the  features,  the  whole 
producing  a  retrogressive  type  of  face.

Lastly,  there  is  frequent  bossing  of  skull,  with  loss  of  symmetry,  and 
badly  developed  body  and  limbs. 

“  Whilst  defects  in  school  children  are  by  no  means  infrequent  in 
Southport,  they  appear  to  me  to  be  discovered,  followed  up,  and  remedied 
early,  with  the  result  that  the  secondary  disturbances  are  either  fewer  or  at 
least  of  less  degree.  The  number  of  running  ears  being  markedly  fewer  than 
I  have  been  accustomed  to  find  elsewhere,  and  the  chest  better,  both  as  to 
its  internal  condition  and  its  external  contour  and  expansion.  There  is 
also  a  praiseworthy  absence  of  dirt-disease  conditions  of  an  impetiginous 
nature.  Dental  caries  is  frequent,  but  bv  no  means  so  extensive,  and  the 
gums,  generally  speaking,  healthy  and  free  from  disagreeable  odour,  which 
is  in  great  contrast  with  what  one  finds  in  other  towns. 

“  In  conclusion,  then,  if  any  Member  of  the  Council  will  take  the  trouble 
to  examine  in  detail  the  type  of  child  he  sees  in  Southport  and,  in  his 
journeyings  to  other  towns,  compares  it  with  what  is  seen  there,  it  cannot 
fail  to  be  a  source  of  pride  and  comfort  to  him  to  think  what  a  very  large 
proportion  of  children  in  Southport  will  ultimately  grow  up  to  be  men  and 
women  of  the  highest  physique.

The  radiologist 
has  specified  cases  of  broken  down  and  discharging  glands  as  the  most 
amenable  to  this  particular  method  of  treatment.  Fortunately,  no  case 
of  this  kind  has  been  found.
